An Old Blacksmith Tells What He 
Kaows About Bim. 

Nothing was heard of Wilson yesterday, 

and the indications now are that the mur- 


derer has made good his escape out of the 


country, if he wished todo so. He has cer- 
tainly had time enough, but there are quite 
a number of his former associates who 
think that he is hiding in the vicinity, and 
will give himself up and stand his trial.

Food that Affects the Moral Nature— 
“Melancholy Is the Ow) that Is. 
Perched im Many a Christian 
Soul—An Able Sermon on Inter- 
esting Subjects.

® the Tabernacle this evening the great 


congregation sang the hymn beginning: 
“Awake my #oul to joyful lays, 
And sing the creat Redeemer's praise."’ 


Rev. T. de Witt Talmage, D.D., 
preached, taking for his text: ‘And 
these are they which ye shall have in 
abomination among the fowls— 
the owl, the vulture and the bat. These 
also shall be unclean to you among the 
creeping things that creep upen the 
earth—the chameleon and the snail.”’ 
—Leviticus, xi, 18-30. Following is 
the discourse in full: 

The Bible offers every possible va- 
riety of theme, of argument and of il- 
lustration. We care not much in what 
kind of a pitcher the water of life is 
brought, it it is only the clear, pure 
water. God gave the aucients a list 
of the animals that they might eat, 
and a listof animals that they might 
not eat. These people lived in a hot: 
climate, and certain forms of animal 


food corrupted their blood, and 
disposed them to. scrofulous dis- 


orders, depraved their appetites and 
bemeaned their souls. A man’s food, 
when he has the means and 
of selecting it, suggests his moral 
nature. The reason the wild Indian is 
as cruel as the lion is because he has 
food that gives him the blood of the 
lion. A missionary among the In- 
dians says that by changing his style 
of food to correspond with theirs, his 
temperament was entirely changed. 
There are certain forms of food that 
have atendency to affect the moral 
nature. Many a Christian is trying to 
do by prayer that which cannot be 
done except through corrected diet. 
For instance, he who uses swine’s flesh 
for constant diet will be diseased in 
body and polluted of soul, all his liturg- 
ics and catechisms natwithetand- 
ing. The Gadarene swine were 
possessed of the devil, and 
ran down a_ steep place into the 
sea, and all the swine ever since seem 
to have been similarly possessed. In 
Leviticus, God struck this meat off 
the table of Ilis people, and placed be- 
fore them a bill of fare at once health- 
ful, nutritious and generous. But, 
higher than this physical rea- 
son, there was a_ spiritual rea- 
son wh God chose certain 
forms of food for the ancients. God 
gave a peculiar diet to His people, not 
only because He wanted them to be dis- 
tinguished from the surrounding na- 
tions, but because certain birds and 


animals, by reason of their habits 


have always been suggestive of moral 
qualities. By the list of things from 
which they were to abstain, God 
wished to prejudice their minds against 
certain evils; and in the list of lawtul 
things given, He wished to suggest cer- 
tain forms of good. When God_sol- 
emnly forbade His people to eat the 
owl, the vulture, the bat, the chame- 
leon and the snail, He meant to drive 
out of His people all the sins that were 
thus emblemized. 

I take the suggestion of the text, and 
say that one of the first unclean things 
the Christian needs to drive out of his 
soul is the owl. The owl is the melan- 
choly bird of night. It hatches out 
whole broods ot superstitions. It is 
doleful and hideous. When it sings, 
it sings through its nose. It loves the 
gloom of night better than the bright- 
ness of the day. Who has-«not slept in 
tbe cabin near the woods, and been 
awakened in the night by the dismal 
**to-hoo”’ of the owl? Melancholy is the 
owl that is perched in many a Christian 
soul. It is an unclean bird, and needs 
to be driven away. A man whose sins 


_are pardoned, and who is on the road 


tu heaven, has no right to be gloomy. 
He says: “I have so many doubts.” 


That is because are lazy.’’ Go 


actively to work in Christ’s cause, and 
yous doubts will vanish. You say: ‘I 

ave lost my property; but I reply: 
‘**You have intinite treasures laid up.in 
heaven.” Yousay: “Iam weak and 
sickiy, and going to die.’’ Then be 
congratula that you are so near 
eternal health and perpetual gladness. 
Catch a few morning larks for your 


soul, and stone this owl off your 


premises. 

As a little girl was. eating, the sun

full of sunshine!”? Would God that 
we might all indulge in the same bev- 
erage! Cheerfulness—it makes the 
homeliest face handsome; it makes the 
hardest mattress soft; it runs the loom 
that weaves buttercups, and rainbows, 
and auroras. God made the grass 
black? No; that would be too somber. 
God made the grass red? No; that 
would be too gaudy. God made the 
grass green, that by this parable all the

idlers in the Lord’s vineyard who pride 
themselves on their prudence. ‘‘Be 
prudent,’’ said the disciples to Christ,

he went. ‘Be prudent,” said Paul’s 
friends, “and look out for what you 
say to Felix,” but he thundered away 
until the ruler’s knees knocked to- 
gether. In the eyes of the world, the 
most imprudent-‘men that ever lived 
were Martin Luther and John Old- 
castle,-and Wesley and Knox. My 
opinion is that the 
prudent and_ reckless thing is 
to stand still. It is well to hear our 
commander’s voice when- he says 
‘*TTait!’’ but quite as important to hear 
it when he says ‘‘Forward!” This 
gospel ship, made to plough the sea at 
fifteen knots an hour, is not making 
three. Sometimes it is most prudent 
to ride your horse slowly and pick out 
the way for his feet, and not strike him 
with the spurs; but when a band of 
Shoshone Indians are after you in full 
tilt, the most prudent thing for you to 
do is to plunge in the rowels and put 
your horse to a full run, shouting ‘‘Go 
long!” until the Rocky Mountains 
echo it. The foes of God are Eoraoing 
us. The world, the flesh and the dev 
are after us, and our wisest course is 
to go ahead at swiftest speed. 

When the. Church of God gets to ad- 
vancing too fast it will be time enough 
to use caution. No need of putting on 
the brakes while going up hill. 
not let us sit down waiting for some- 
thing “to turn up,” but go ahead in 
the name of God and turnitup. The 
great danger to the church now is not 
sensation, but stagnation. Oh, that 
the Lord God would send a host of 
aroused and consecrated men to set 
the churzh on fire, and to turn the 
world upside down.

LETTERS FROM 'THE PEOPLE 


fhe Southern Pacific Kight of Way. 

Los ANGELES, Nov. 22.—|To the Ed- 
itor of Tux Times.] The matter of 
the new right of way for the Santa 
Monica Railroad, along Pine street to 
Alameda street, has frequently been 
mentioned in your columns, and the 
Southern Pacific Company’s agents are 
constantly recommending «that our 
City Council is preventing the occupy- 
ing of the new depot by delaying the 
granting of the franchise asked for. 
The fact is that the company is not 
ready to use the depot yet, as its con- 
nection with the main line going east, 
is not built. The Santa Monica trains 
can easily reach the depot over their 
present track, which connects with the 
depot track only four blocks north of 
it, untila direct and better right of 
way and connection with the Alameda- 
street tracks can be had across the 
Briswalter estate at the south side of 
the city, where it would be agreeable to 
all parties concerned. 

There is a strong pressure being used 
to hurry the above franchise through 
before our Council or people will realize 
the great injury and loss that will cer- 
tainly follew if itis granted. The doc- 
umentis quite innocent looking, as it 
only asks, permission to build a track 
along or near Pine street, to connect 
the San Pedro and Alameda street 
tracks; but 1t virtually is a franchise 
for nearly a mile of existing track on 
San Pedro street also; for the com- 
pany is already under contract to vacate 
all of San Pedro street north of Vejar 
street, and a denial of this franchise 
would cause a vacation of all of San 
Pedro street, and the adoption of the 
direct route above mentioned. The 
great public advantage of such a 
change will be readily seen when we 
remember that the present assessed 
value of the property affected by the 
franchise: is about 000. 

the franchise is granted the property 
will continue to be permanently de- 
pressed in value. If not granted, and 
the track removed and laid on the 
direct Briswalter route, it is safe to 
estimate that these assessed values 
will easily double in five years, and 
average that amount during the next 
ten years. This great .increase of 
values will, at our present rate of city 
taxation, yield this city the large sum 
of $12,000 per annum, or $120,000 dur- 
ing the nextten years. Fora franchise 
that will deprive the city of all this in- 
creased revenue, injure a large number 
of our citizens and property-owners, 
and continue to practically close San 
Pedro street, this wealthy company 
does not offer to pay the city one dol- 
lar—nothing at all but the usual agree- 
ment about street grades and cross- 


ings. 

Ni ow this company is not an object of 
charity and certainly has never treated 
the city or county of Los Angeles as 
such, and while giving it all proper en- 
couragement we must protect our own 
interests and those of our fair city. 

Already the property-owners along 
San Pedro street are planning to widen 
the street from 9010110 feet from Fifth 
street to the south side of the city. 
Grading and other improvements 
would soon follow, and it would 
shortly, become one of our finest ave- 
nues, asitis the natural outlet for 


country south of us. 

It has long been a matter of regret 
that a franchise was ever granted for 
a raiiroad along this street, but our 
Council now has itin its power 
to do away with it entirely by rape 
this franchise,and we hope it wil 
do it, regardless of all side,issues and 
minor considerations. 

Mr. Griffith has lately made a great 
reduction in his terms, and now offers 
the railroad company the right of way 
across the Briswalter estate for $15,000. 
We trust that our Council will deny 
the franchise and let the railroad com- 
pany adopt the direct route, either by 
purchase or condemnation.

The Solid South—Tone—-of-the Southern 


It is interesting to note the com- 
ments of the southern press on the 
election. of Gen. Harrison. While 
some of the Bourbon sheets profess 
apprehension at the course of the Re- 
publican administration and advise 
that the South make itself more solid 
than ever, we are pleased to observe 
that many influential southern papers 
advocate a different course. Thus the 
Wilmington Messenger says: 


“We know that the President-elect is one 
of the first men of the country, and we be- 
lieve that he will administer the affairs of 
the Nation with ability and reasonable 
satisfaction. We expect the new Adininis- 
tration to be partisan, in the proper sen 
but we do not look for an offensive displa 
of partisanship. The political offices will, 
of course, be filled by Republicans, as they 
should be. The spirit of civil service re- 
form will, we have no doubt, animate the 
new Administration.” 


The Vicksburg Index-Appeal sees 
the need of a change: : 


“It is important for the South to compre- 
hend the change that has occurred in its 
labor system and other concerns, and, lay- 
ing aside passions and prejudices, to set 
about adapting itseif to this change. There 
is veba glorious future for the undeveloped 
South, but it cannot be achieved on the old 
lines of policy. Times change, and men 
must change with them.” 


The Macon Telegraph makes this 
suggestion: 


_“*What the Republican policy toward the 

South will be is, of course, vary uncertain. 
It is possible that it may be directed toward 
dividing the whité vote rather than toward 
keeping the negro vote solid. The latter 
policy, pursued for twenty-five years, has 
deprived the party of all power in the South. 
The solid negro yote has been a source of 
weakness instead of strength, because it 
forced all white men into opposition. If 
this policy should be abandoned, we will 
probably see Mr. Harrison appoint to office 
the best men jin the South whe will accept 
service under him, without regard to past 
party allegiance. ‘The result would be a re- 
spectable and efficient administration of 
public offices, perhaps, and, aimost certain, 
amore intelligent and skillful leadership of 
Republican forces in this section.” 


With even greater candor and fair- 
ness the Macon News says: 
“General Harrison is entitled toa fair and 
honest trial and just judgment from the 
southern people. liis danger will be that 


men will seek to mislead him as to the 
Federal service in the South. Even in this 


it is but fair to state that he can make many 


improvements over Mr. Cleveland, who 
leaves the Presidential chair quite as igno- 
rant of the real situation of the South as 
when he first occupied it. We bespeak for 
southern men, alive to the interests of their 
section and its great possibilities, a fair and 
manly reception of the Administration to be 
inaugurated by Gen. Harrison.” 

Finally the Vicksburg Evening Post, 
after expressing its disbelief that the 
Harrison administration will adopt an 
aggressive policy toward the South, 
Says: 

“This election has demonstrated that the 
additional electoral and Congressional 
strength of the South, based upon the negro 
population, is unavailing to defeat the Re- 
publicans, and there is no reason why the 
South should desire to hold on toit. It has 
been an unfortunate thing for the South 
and the Nation that conditions were such 
that this section was apparently compelled 
to claim the bene fits derived from this vote 
and then deny its expression. 

“It isto be hoped that the country and 
both political parties are now in a condition 
to settle and solve the problem that has 
been a disturbing element, and that it will 
continue to be so until it is settled.” | 


The passages which we have quoted 
are very encouraging. They show that 
the South is ready for a change, and 
Gen. Harrison will have a great oppor- 
tunity for good in that direction. We 
have nodoubt that he will be thoroughly 
awake to the importance of the oppor- 
tunity and quick to avail himself of it 
to the end that our country may be one

INTERNAL REVENUE. 


Commissioner Miller Submits His 
Apnual Keport. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—{By the Asso- 
ciated. Press.| Joseph Miller, Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, has made an elaborate 
report to the Secretary of the Treasury of 
the operations of that service during the 
fiscal year endea June 30th last. The re- 
port shows the total receipts for the year to 
be $124,326,475, an increase of $5,489,174" 
over the receipts for the previous year, and 
more than the receipts of any year since 
1883, when receipts aggregated $144,- 
053,345. ‘The receipts for the year were 


also $4,326,475 more than the estimated re- | 


ceipts for. the present fiscal. year, which 
were $120,000,000, provided no changes are 
made in the existing rates of taxation. 

The withdrawals for consumption during 
the year as distitied 
from apples, peaches and gra 
gallons; other spirits, 70,647: 9 
fermented liquors, 24,680,219 arrels; 
cigars, 38,844,726,650; cigarettes, 1,862,726,- 
100; snuff, 7,436,989 pounds; , chew- 
ing and smoking, 201,925,613 pounds; oleo- 
margarine, $2,667,755 pounds, This shows 
aiarge increase compared with the pre- 
vious year. 

The cost of the collection of internal 
taxes for the year was $3,978,283, being less 
than 2.2 per cent. of the amount collected. 
The cost of collecting for the previous year 
was 3.4 per cent. of the amount collected. 

During the year 781 persons have been 
arrested for revenue violations, | Property 
of the value of $132,744.35 has been re- 
ported for seizure, and 473,619.14 for assess- 
ment for unpaid taxes and penalties. Dur- 
ing the year 518 illicit stills were seized, re- 
sea n the death of one officer and the 
wounding ot another. The number of dis- 
tilleries registered during the year was 
8994, and the number operated was 35 
The number of grain distilleries registered 
was 1300, of which 1029 were operated, an 
increase over the previous year of 140 of the 
number registered, and of 60 in the number 
operated. There were 2684 fruit distilleries 
registered, and 2607 operated, a decrease o 
1302 in the number registered, and 1319 in 
the number operated. 

THE FRUIT BRANDY TAX. 

The Commissioner devotes a chapter to 
the subject of fruit brandy, and renews his 
recomnmendation of last year that authority 
be given for distillations from all kinds of 
fruits under the regulations which govern 
the production of brandy from apples, 
peaches or grapes exclusively. In regard to 
the ‘pag pester to remove the tax from 
brandy distilled from fruit, he says it ap- 
pears to be probable that the relief of this 
article from taxation would lead to the util- 
ization of a large number of the different 
fruits for the distillation of spirits and to 
the production of an additional volume of 


pected to have an appreciable effect upon 
the tax paid on grain and molasses spirits 
with which 1t would come in competition. 
The reduction of the revenue by the aboli- 
tion of the tax upon fruit brandy is not, in 
his opinion, to be measured by the subtrac- 
tion of the present collections from that 
source.

The quantity of spirits (70,279,406 gallons) 
produced and deposited in distillery ware- 
houses during the year is less than the pro- 
duction (77,831,599 gallons) of the year 
1887 by 7,552,193 gallons. There was an in- 
crease amounting to 4,827,669 gdllons in the 
production of alcohol, rum, gin, pure 
neutral cologne spirits and miscellaneous, 
andadecrease amounting to 12,579,862 gal- 
lons in the production of bourbon whisky, 
rye whisky and high wines, The quantity 
of spirits (70,741,811 gallons) withdrawn, 
tax paid, from distillery warehouses during 
the year is more than the quantity (66,183,- 
808 gallons) withdrawn from distillery 
warehouses during the year 1887 by 4,353,- 
508 gallons. If the quantity (2,635,952 gal- 
lons) as stated by the Chief of the Bureau 
of Statistics, of expo domestic spirits 
re-imported during the year upon payment 
of customs duty equal to internal revenue 
be added, the quantity virtually withdrawn 
from distillery warehouses during the year 
is found to be 73,177,608 gallons, or 4,777,655 
more than during the year 1887, includin 
2,216,645 gallons re-imported and tax pai 
during that year. There was a net de- 
crease of 709,708 gallous in the quantity ot 
spirits withdrawn for export, as compared 
with the previous years. 

ALCOHOL IN THE ARTS. 

The Commissioner says, in response to 
numerous suggestions by members of Con- 
gress and others as to the practicability of 
withdrawing spirits from distillery ware- 
houses free of tax for use in the mechanical 
arts, and protecting the revenue against 
fraud by demethylating spirits in bonded 
warehouses established for the purpose, 
that the microscopist of his office has made 
experiments for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether such spirits could be demethy lated. 
From an exhaustive report it appears that 
he has succeeded in separating the methyl, 
or wood alcohol, andthe ethyl, or taxable 
alcohoi, and in deodorizing a portion of the 
ethyl alcohol through the use of boneblack 
and other chemical substances. The Com- 
missioner says further: “lt py Ry urged 
that if demethylation cannot accom- 
plished. without the use of a still, the 
operator is readily liable to detection be- 
cause of the special surveillance required 
by the internal revenue laws in the matter 
of stills and distilling; but Ido not take 
this view of the case.” 

The quantity of spirlts remaining in dis- 
tillery warehouses at theclose of the year 
is stated at 61,033,018 gallons, being 4,112,- 
251 more than the quantity so remaining at 
the close of the previous year.

The quantity of oleomargarine pro- 
duced from November 1, 1886, the day on 
which the law took effect, to June 30, 1888, 
was..56,020,154 pounds, Tax was paid on 53,- 
$27,374 pounds. ‘There was exported 2,410,-. 
730 pounds; lost or destroyed, 60,790 pounds; 
remaining In factory June 30th last, 315,900 
pounds. There was_ 1,575,293 pounds of 
oleomargarine in the United States, June 
30th last, of which 315,900 pounds was in 
the hands of manufacturers, 259,390 pounds 
in the hands of wholesale dealers, and 
1,000,000 pounds (estimated) in the haads 
of retail dealers.

Now, it is all right to try and convict 
these cattle whenever they are caught, but 
the justice has no more right t6 fine them 
than he has to pass the death sentence, .... 

Section 647 of the Penal Code is very 
plain on  tbis subject. states 
plainly that person convicted | 
under the “vag” act shall be sentenced | 
to not more than 90 days in the County 
Jail or chain-gang, and that he shall not be | 
fined unless his offense is such that the 
courtsees fit to add acash fine to the sen- 
tence, which shall not exceed $200, but that 
the two shall go together, and if he fails to 
pay the cash fne at the expiration of his 
term of imprisonment, then he shall serve 
one day for every dollar of his fine until the 
whole amount is either paid or worked out. 

Justices of the peace have no right to dis- 
charge vags on the payment of a fine, and 
they know it, for the matter has been taken 
before the Superior Court on habeas corpus 
a pumber of times, and in evéry case the 
defendant has been discharged. 

Now, the justice who carries,on such busi- 
ness does it for but one reason. He knows 
that if one of his regular customers is locked 
up for 90 days he will miss several $* fees, 
for that is what he gets for every case tiied 


$2.40 for every arrest, so it pays for them to 
give the vags a ~~ fine, so that they can 
oe again arrested ina few dzys, and the 
“macs” are perfectly willing to pay small 
fines as long as they are not sent to jail. 

The only way to get rid of these cattle is 
to give them long terms in the County Jail

I read your 
advice and questions to the boys and 
girls in this morning’s paper, and 
made up my mind to find out who 
Solon was and to write to you. Solon 
was a great legislator and philosopher. 
He was born at Salamis about 
the year 638: B.C., and was edu- 
cated at Athens. He consecrated his 
te to the good of hiscountry. B 
escent, as well as by his talents an 
virtues, he was one of the’ noblest 
Greeks. By his father’s side he was a 
descendant ot King Codrus. After he 
bad devoted part of his time to phil- 
oseplical and political studies, he 
traveled over the greater part of Greece 
and Egypt. But on his return he was 
distressed with the dissensions which 
among his countrymen. All 
xed their eyes upon him as a deliverer, 
and he was unanimously elected 
archon and sovereign legislator. He 
could have now made himself abso- 
lute; but he refused the dangerous 
oftice of King of Athens, and, as law- 
iver, he commenced carried 
hrough a reformation in every de- 
partment. 
The sanguinary laws ef Draco were 
all cancelled by Solon, except that 
against murder, and the pun- 
ishment’ denounced against each 
offender was proportioned to his 
crime. Solon instituted the Areo 
which was a_ solemn tri 
ubal at Athens, famous fur its jus- 
tice and impartiality of its decisions, 
so called from having been held on a 
hill dedicated to Ares or Mars. He 
also regulated the Prytaneum, a public 
hall in Athens regarded as the home of 
the city to its own citizens and stran- 
gers. reign ambassadors were en- 
also, envoys, on their 
return from a successful mission. 
His excellent code of laws flourished 
through a period of 400 years.

Solon possessed a genius for poetry 
as well as philosophy and legislation. 


Plato says of him, that if he had fin- 


ished all his poems, and especially his 
History of the Aihantie Island (which 
has since been made famous through 
the Story of Atlantis), which he had 
brought out of Egypt, and had taken 
time to revise and correct them, as 
others did, neither Homer, Hesiod nor 
any other ancient poet would have 
been more famous.

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Noung Husband's First Christmas 
Gift—Christmas Remembrances. 


Christmas will soon be here—the day 
of “peace and good will to men,’’ and 
the day for the almost universal inter- 
change of gifts. The custom of gift- 
making is a beautiful one, and one 
that I should be very sorry to have 
become obsolete. But still, into this 
custom many abuses have crept which 
ought to ” eradicated, because they 
detract so much from the charm and 
the original intent of the custom. 

To many people, whose income is 


hardly more than sufficient to meet the 


ordinary demands upon it, the giving 
of costly Christmas presents is a tax 
which they feel severely. They are 
the recipients of expensive gifts, and 
feel that it would be small. and nig- 
gardly to give less costly ones in re- 
turn, and would take pleasure in giv- 
ing the best, only that there is so little 
in the purse, and so many and con- 
stant demands upon it for other and 
indespensable needs. This fact takes 
all the pleasure from giving, for as the 
high-priced Christmas gifts are pur- 
chased, there is the thought of the rigid 
economy and long-centinued denial of 
the little wants of the household, which 
must detract some from its comfort 
and cheerfulness, but which are the 
— of the lavish Christmas expendi- 
ure, 

Now, this is all wrong, and this 
habit of giving beyond one’s means 
should be no longer tolerated. It is 
not so much the gift which is made, 
but the. spirit in which it is given, 
which constitutes its value. 

Some years ago I knew a poor but 


~ honest young man who had married 


the girl he loved and taken her to his 
home, which was comfortably- fur- 
nished and made bright with mutual 
tenderness. Before had been 
ng married the wife’s: health failed 
er, and there was only the young hus- 
band’s two hands to wait upon her and 
to supply the money for their needs. 
He could earn just about enough to 
supply their daily necessities. Christ- 
mas came, and he had no money to 
urchase his young wife a pretty 
hristmas gift; but, coming home, he 
bought some luscious oranges and one 
or two other luxuries, so considered, to 
tempt the invalid’s appetite, and took 
them to her, saying, “i ama poor man, 
Annie, and have no money to buy you 
the Christmas gift I would like to give 
you; I could only bring you these.”’ 
The wife took them with happy 
tears, and, though her husband is now 
worth his thousands, she tells me that 
she never: received from him a gift 
which she so much prized or which 
stirred in her heart so much of loving 
tenderness for her husband as that 
first gift of his poverty, made so price- 
less by the spirit in which it was given 
and the words ef tenderness which 


_ made its value beyond all estimate. 


Expensive Christmas gifts are all 
well enough for those who are able to 
eve them, but for those who have but 
ittle money to expend, simpler gifts, 
expressive of friendship and affection 
are far better and will afford equal 
if accepted in the with 

hich they are bestowed. There are 
numberless things which may be fash- 
ioned at a trifling expense which form 
dainty and acceptable gifts for the 
holiday season. 

Into these, the work of the deft fin- 

ers of our friends, how many pleasant 

oughts of them are woven and how 
much more expressive of their thought- 
ful friendship are they than the bric-a- 
brac or fine jewelry purchased at our 
fine shops and which have nothing 
about them to remind us of our friend’s 
regard for us but the money they have 
expended in their purchase. 

Of., course our gentlemen: friends 
must express their remembrance of us 
through some such purchase, and if the 
purchase be something suited to our 
——— tastes, we feel quite certain 

at they have considered them and 
are accordingly grateful, but for ladies 
with abundant leisure at their dis- 
ca Christmas gifts of their own 
fashioning are far more expressive 
— more expensive articles of pur- 

ase. | 

I would urge that the Christmas 
present be made, not asa matter of 
obligation, but simply as a token of 
tender regard and friendship; then, no 
matter of what it may consist, it will 
be received with the warmth of appre- 
ciation which it merits. 

I have clipped a few suggestions 
from ‘“‘The Housewife,’”? which may 
perhaps be useful to my readers: 

To the housewife, table linen is 
always a welcome present and offers a 
wide field for the needle. There are 
endless varieties of doilys that are 


pretty and dainty. One yard of linen 


will make a dozen six inches square; 
these may be tringed or hemstitched, 
the latter if possible, as they are easier 
toiron.

may be introduced into the design. |. 


Another pretty design for doilys is

set. Choose a simple border and work 
it on cloth and napkins in cross stitch 
in two shades of blue. You may add, 
if you like, her initials befere her 
place, but not mm the form of a mono-.

Epergne cloths are something new to 
place in the center of the table, and 
are made as gorgeous as possible. 

One with oranges of the original size 
may be outlined in rope stitch with 
heavy silk of golden brown. Com- 
mencing in the center of the orange, 
begin to chain stich in rich grange filo- 
fless areund and around until the 
orange is filled. The leaves ure em- 
broidered in dark green filo-floss in 
long and short stitch, the flowers in 
white with center dots of gold.

 Tomakea good liquid glue, put one 
ounce of borax into a pint of boiling 
water, add two ounces of shellac and 
boil until the shellac is dissolved.

Wa Mixture for Boots and 
‘Shoes.—Beef tallow four ounces, rosin 
one ounce, beeswax one ounce; melt 
together, and add when cold a quan- 
tity of neat’s-foot oil equal to the mass.. 
Apply with a rag, warming the boot 
and rubbing in well with the hand. 

A correspondent in an exchange 
gives the following recipe for a cheap. 
shoe dressing: Melt old rubber shoes 
or boots and add neat’s-foot oil. Do 
not letit boil or burn. As soon as the 
rubber is melted, and while the mix- 
ture is warm, stirin one-fourth pound 
of beef or mutton tallow, and lamp- 
black, or not, as you like. It does not 
cost very m@ch and it is splendid.
